The names of all 
Alabama soldiers who were killed, 
ind all who died of disease from 
the time America entered the War 
on April 6, 1917, until the Armi 
tice was signed, and who lost their 
lives from any cause while actually 
in the service until the formal 
declaration of penee with Germa 
ny, duly 2, 1921, appear on these 
Momorial tablets, 

The Memorial Gates were made 
possible through the co-operation 
of the two Birmingham colleges, 


Howard and Birmingham-Southern, 


Through an arrangement with them 


the Birmingham Post No, 1 shared 
in the pate reecipts of their annual 
football games, In this way the 
Post has not gone out of its own 
ranks for help in the matter and 
has not asked for any  subserip- 
tions, 

The Birmingham Post No. 1 
fecls a just pride in this accom- 
plishment, and that it has rendered 
a service to the entire State in the 
erection of the permanent Memo- 
vial to Alabama’s dead. Officials

|Chevrolet Breaks All Ot Its 
October Production Marks 


All October production records 
in the history of the Chevrolet 
|Motor Company were broken last 
month with an output of 85,915 
}cars and trucks, according to L. S. 
Rainer of the Rainer Motor Com- 
pany, local dealer. 

Compared with the output of 
65,052 units for October of last 
year, the 1929 October manufac- 
turing volume shows a gain of 
more than 900 cars and trucks a 
day over the showing for the cor- 
responding month of a year ago. 

Chevrolet’s record October per- 
formance brings output up to 1,- 
275,778 units as of November 1. 
This is more cars than Chevrolet 
has ever built in an entire year 
and is nearly five times the num- 
ber of any other six-cylinder car 
built in an entire year. 

Due to continued high demand, 
Chevrolet plants are working on 
the biggest, November schedule on 
record. An indication of the vyol- 
ume of business that Chevrolet is 
doing nationally is seen in the re- 
port for the last ten days of Oc- 
tober which shows a gain of 49 
per cent over the corresponding 
period last year. Figures for the 
period are 86,640 for the last ten 
days of this October as compared 
with 24,539 for the correspondi 
period of 1928.
